Tis true, we are Defirous to come to 

Blows with the Enemy, and fome Folks, that 


know as little what Fighting is as other 
People, are Eagerto have them at it. 

But I would willingly ask fuch People, If 
they know what is at Stake ? And tho’ lam 
in hopes, and think there is good Ground 
for it, that if we have a fair Day of it, we 
fhall come off well; yet he that Confiders 


on the other Hand the Chance of War, 


that knows the Vigilancy, as well as Valour 
of the Enemy; that refle&s upon their yet 
growing Advantages,and Siperiour Strength 
in Jsaly, in Flanders, and upon the Rbive, 
that knows if our Troops, on the Mo- 
felle, thould meet with the leaft Baas 
or Difappointment; nay, that ifthey fhould 
but be prevented Fighting, and the Cam- 
paign onthe Mofelle, have but the leaf In- 
ae ee we fhall be Lofers every where 
elfe. -. 

On the other hand, tho’ ftill I hope ’tis 
not probable,yet as all Men muft allow it pof- 


-fible, that we fhould receive fome Check up- 


on the Mofelle, that our Numerous Brave 


_Army there, either by our own Miftakes, 


the Enemies Extraordinary Conduét, or any 


other Chance of War, fhould have a Foil, 
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as who knows what Dark Providence may 
yet~await us behind the Curtain of Futuri- 
ty ; Do not all thefe Contingencies Preach 
Peace to us? ; 

*Tis hard, Gentlemen of the High- 
Church, that we fhould always ftand in 
need of the Whips of our Enemies, to lath 
us into a good Underftanding one with ano- 
ther; Ihave obferved, that you, Gentle- 
men, above all our feveral forts of Com- 
plainers in England, have beén moft for- 
ward to cry out of Foreigners, tho’ fome 
People have done fo only becaufe they were 
not the right fort of Foreigners; but thefe 
are, I hope, none of your Clats. 

Look back, Gentlemen, upon the State of 
the Cafe; the way to keep out Foreigners, 
the way to fecure us againft the Invation of 
Foreigners, can never be to Quarrel, Bite, 
and Devour one another at Home- 

From whence can we Expett Peace and 
Settlement, if not at Home ? Will nothing 
but the Increafing of our Enemies, open 
our Eyes to our Danger ? Muft our Soldi- 
ets be Sacrifices to our Safety? Muft they 
be Beaten and Slain by Heaps in the Field, 
to make us fee our Safety ? 

This is a fad Neceffity, and tho’ indeed 
England has been Cenfur’d for the like fort 
of Blindnefs in former Ages, and we have 
been famous for breaking one another’s 
Peace, till a Powerful Threatning Enemy 
makes us rouze our Reafon, and fetour Fa- 
eulties to Work , yet as we ftand upon the 
Shoylders of our Father’s Experience, as 
we pretend the Ages Encreafe in Know- 
ledge, and that we are Wifer than our 
Anceftors, methinks we might [ee it before- 
hand. 

owever fince fuch isthe prefent Evil of 


thé Times, Such the prepoffeflion of Parties,’ 


foch the st ee of Faétion, and of the 

prefent unnatural Temper, that nothing but 

fome Publick Milchief, feems poffible to U- 
nite us. 

I fhall therefore age in the Enfying.

(which God Almighty in Mercy, even to 


this very High Church Party, Avert) .the 


Confederate Armies fhould be Beaten, and 
the French Power once more bid fair to
